Hungarian foreign Minister Gras ar­ 
rived from Budapest (Monday) after 
noon and pointed out to the ex-ruler 
that the situation “had gone to far.” 
Charles then signed- in the presence of 
Graz and Count Sigray, governor of 
West Hungary, an agreement to leave 
JI un a-ary which read: 
“Owing to the external-situation I 
consent to leave Hungary, believing it 
to be in the best interests of the coun­ 
ts* that I should not remain here’' 
The news of the agreement was im­ 
mediately communicated to Budapest 
and the actual document was taken 
to Admiral Horthy, th e-Hungarian re* 
gent by airplane- 
According to those 
who are in close touch with Karl, his 
hand was forced by the entente's ulti­ 
matum, conveyed through the council 
of ambassadors, that under no cir­ 
cumstances would a Hapsburg he al­ 
lowed to resume the throne of Hun­ 
gary.

When the 
time ani yes, the cell will be rendered airtight, the gas will be 
turned (Hi without notice, and the transition from this world to the I 
next will be effected with ease and dispatch. 
We had never expected to “go hence” for our crimes either by 
a noose necklace or by the electric chair, deeming these plans too 
repulsive; but if we ever had to die as a criminal we would ask 
for the Nevada plan, as above set forth. It is certainly the least 
harrowing to the feelings of the doomed man, as well as to his rela­ 
tives, of any of the well known ways of executing criminals, 
In fact wre think Nevada has found the least objectionable 
plan ever devised for the performance of the most disagreeable 
task that ever falls to the lot of public police officials, to say 
nothing of tile feelings of tnose who are the most interested 
parties in the transaction. Many a public sheiift would rather 
resign than be an executioner of a fellowman as one of his official 
duties.
